TBS CBPIESG «EMI-BlWMSr. 

The Rev. J. J. Roberta, Missionary at 
Canton, ha* transmitted to Putnam's Magn- 
glna AH Intercsiing aceuunt of tha chief lead- 
er of thti pivscnt revolutionary moremont in 
Coin*. Ttia aeroant If »o Interealing that 
wo shall endeavor to reduce ll lo newspaper 
dimenalinu. 

Hung is the family name of this interest- 
inn cbaracier— Sow Tsoen, hb literary ap- 
f* llation— corresponding <« oar chrisiian 
mimi', meAning "elegant and perfect." He 
waa bom in a littlu vilUg« nf »ome four hun- 
dred inhabit* nis about ttiiity m.lc" northwest 
of CADton. At the.ago of sovon he waa sent 
to school wberehcdeveloped an eairaonlinA- 
ry capocity forsmdy. By the time bo waa 
eleven yeara old be waa well ventd in Chi- 
nese liwraiure. When aixuten yeara »»f ago, 
the properly of hia family did niit permit him 
to continue hi* studies ; but, like other youths 
ol the village, who were not students, he a*- 
al'ted In the ti.-ld labor. His relations and 
rrienda, howuver, regretted that his talents 
should be wasted npon mere manual labor, 
and therefor*, they engaged him as tea.'hur in 
their own village, where an opportunity was 
afforded him quietly lo eoniinoe hia literary 
pursuits. 

At the first public examination of Canton 
he waa "plucked" — the fate of many geniuses, 
it would aeom, and although be waa ranked 
as a promi-ing scholar did not succeed In 
obtaining thefirai degree, lu 1836 when he 
again vUited Canton, a remarkable person 
presented Urn with a work in nine small 
volumes, entitled "Good Worda Exhorting 
the Age," which after* anpcrflcUl glance at 
their rontonta Hung placed in Hi honk case 
withonl reading. And now cornea the mya- 
terious part of thta sinuular hiatory. Short- 
ly after receiving these books— as we are in- 
formed by the good misiionary, Hung had 
when lying sick in bed, a vision of a man 
venerable in yea's, with a golden heard and 
dressed in a black robe, who nddrcascd him 
in some myalrrions words. At Ihe same tbo 
strAOBer presented Sow-Tsuon with a aword, 
commanding him lo exterminate the demons, 
but to spare hia brother* and sister*. Tho 
eld man said. "Take thee courage and do 
the work ; I wiU assist thee in every dlffieul- 
tj." 

Tho sickness and vUlona nf Bow-Tsueu 
coniinu-il -boul »»rtr dnjrM, anfl in thaac vis- 
ions ho olien met with a man nf mid lie age, 
whom he called hia elder hintber, who in- 
structed him how to Ad, accompanied him 
upon hia wanderings to the atlermmt n giiin- 
in aearch of evil apiriis, and aaii>teil bun in 
slaying and ex terminating them He also 
heard Ihe venerable one reprove Oonfu sMi for 
having omitttd in his books U'srty to ex- 
pound the irue doctrine. Confui ius seemed 
much ashamed, and confessed hia guilt. 

The appearance of tikss* mysicnou. vision, 
sonnd* like an episode in one of iho lUvel'- 
paniomimea ; but six years afterwnnis Hung 
was greatly astonished to liml in these hooka 
thek*y to his own virions, which he had du- 
ring his riukness, six years before. lie found 
their contents to correspond, in a remarkable 
manner with what he had soen nnd heard at 
ibal lime. Ho now understood the vencra- 
Mo ono wbo aat upon the hiahest place, and 
whom all men ought to worehip, lo be God, 
the heavenly Falher ; and the man of middh- 
age. who had instructed him aud assisted him 
in exterminating iho demons, to lie Jesus, 
Saviour of (ho world. The demons were Iho 
idoll, his hrothors and sisters were the men 
and women in the world. Sow-Tauen now 
felt as awaking from a long dream. He re- 
joiced lo have found In icalitj a way to 
heaven, and sure hope of everlasting life and 
happiness. Upon bis return home from Wu- 
lerllly, he aoon converted two of his intimate 
friends to hia vlewa, namely, Fung Vuo-San, 
Ihe present southern kinu, and Hung-Jio, 
who gave the main particulars of this Infor- 
mation. 

The two friends, Sow-Tanen Hung and 
Young San, owing to these revelations, re- 
nounced idolatry, reuMvcd the tablet of Con- 
form! from their aehool-room, und were thus 
throwo out of employment. The next throe 
yeara they passed In travel or at their naiivtt 
village, preaching the new faith and secoring 
new converts to the new doctrine. In 1847, 
Hung presented himself at Ihe missionary 
station, and after aotna months of rrli^Inui 
Instruction neAr CAnton, was thoio..; ' |j i a 
amiuod by a committee. And was at the point 
of being received inlo the CtiriMiao Cliurcb 
by baptism, when, in the words of the Rev. 
Mr. Roberta, tho moderator observed to 
htm :— 

"There Is oo certain employment, nor pe- 
cuniar; emolument connected with becoming

Notwithstanding his disappointment of 
receiving baptism. Hong oonliuued his epos- 
tleshlp, preaching t| )c gaapel and reading the 
scriptures from place u place. Ho left his 
native village for the losttiniein June ICC' — 
and we now make u*e of ibe words ol iho 
narrative— and he Brut for his family— wife 
and lUreu children, with other relationa— in 
June, I MO. Thedimculties soon after com- 
menced. Fighting begs* In September fid- 
lowlnit. The tirst batm iu which tho disci- 
ple* were engaged, WSA « a place called 
lium-Tien, 'Gold fieM ,* ihr firsi place of which 
Sew-Tseuin look p.,.*ession was an opulent 
market town, where Wang, their chief perse- 
cutor, resided.

Spile of ilko ambition of kings and the jar- 
ring interests of Slates tho nations of the 
earth uro fast K""'°»; mt0 elf" and more 
amicable relations with each other. Cmmie- 
lion, notwilliaiaiiding an occasional reiolu- 
tiun, or the cpuude ol a Ituwian war, appears 
to bo rapidly fusing all naliuns inio one, and 
facilitating their inter communion. Tbe lof- 
tiest mi uniains, and even the widest ooeans 
are no. longer the barriers of iuiereourso — 
the fo--ieren Of national prejudices— they 
once were. Already languages are getting 
mixed, manners becoming aasiurilaud, and 
costume* universal. Gentlemen in all civi- ■ 
Used countries, dress, talk and think very 
mnch alike. Ii i* only among the peasantry 
that national costume* and national prejudi- 
ce- are found sliil in vogue. 

One of the readiest means of accomplish- 
ing ibis universal intercourse b the electric 
telegraph. Already il has thrown a sympa- 
thetic chain over all ihe natioos ol Europe, 
and now it is about lo link even widely sev- 
ered conlinenl- in a near embrace. The pro- 
ject of laving down a sub marine loligraph 
Wtween Europe and America, appears lo be 
repldlv approaching a complete sncccas. 

The steamer Arctic basrecentlv returned 
from a sounding expedition acio«s the Atlan- 
tic, and brings the MM salisfaciory reports. 
The distance from Ht- John, N. F., to Valen- 
lia Harbor, Ireland, the proposed roule, was 
found to he I MO geographical miles. Tho 
snnndinj* through all ibis distance show thai 
nature has provided a lied, soft as a snow- 
bank, for the rci*plion of the telegraph cable. 
There are no rocks, gravel or sand to injure 
it ; neither are there those inequalities which 
usuallv mark the ocean's bed, and which 
might prove great obstacles to the laying of 
the wires. Ou the contrary nature seems lo 
have provided a snrfare especially filled for 
this use. Fur nearly the whole distance 
across there is a greal flat or level at the bot- 
tom of theoccan, into which ihe cable will 
Milk and lie safely embedded, out of the 
reach of storms, or monsters of Ihe sea. For 
mure than l3lfl» uiiles Ihe soundings indicate 
an almost unbroken level plain, unparallelled 
tiy ativihing on the sutfoce of ihe earth, and 
fitly named "The Tekcraph Plateau." The 
greatest depth attained was 1W70 fathoms— 
i wo aud a third miles of perpendicular wa- 
ter! 

All things seem to conspire to facilitate this 
i-nn-rprise, for ii has recently l*eo di-covcred 
that (hec/ecmc current, ai-iino; ihixagli ■ 

submarine cable, Is more efteetive with % 
small wire than a largo one. This h * very 
important foci, for a heavy cable SOW) miles 
long would weigh too much, when coiled op, 
to be easily managed on board ihe largest 
vessel. With a smaller wire it is thongbt to 
be practicable to lay tho lino by carrying it 
to the center of ihe ocean oo board two ves- 
m-1s, which ate 10 uncoil in opposite direc- 
tions. The two vessels, which will bo first 
class steamers, will be able to communicate 
with each other lill the jobis completed. Un- 
der the most favorable circumstance* the 
laying of the cable would seem lo bo a very 
difficult undertaking, tnl Cspt. Berriman, of 
tho Arctic, laughs at il, and says with a Bhlp 
large onongh, ho will eugage to do it at ten 
niilca an hour right across. Utifurseen diffi- 
culties may yet arise, hut ihe prospect now 
is, that this great highway of thought be- 
tween two conlinenl* will be completed early 
next season. The mailer is In ihe hands of 
a small company of energetic Amorieans.who 
are bouud to put il ihrougb.
